SECTION 1. That Section one of H. of R. No. 26, [Chapter
66, page 166,] an Act to establish the county of Kanabec,.

Amendment to approved March 13tb, 1858, shall read as folio we:
i defining That BO much of the county of Fine and State of Minnesota,,

as lies within the following boundaries be, and the same is
~ hereby established as the county of Kanabec: Beginning at.

the south-east corner of township thirty-eight (38), range
twenty-three (23), west; thence west to the south-west coiner
of township thirty-eight (38), range twenty-five (25) west;
thence north to the north-west corner of township forty (40),
range twenty-five (25) west; thence east to the south-west
corner of township forty-one (41), range tweiity-four (24)
west; thence north to the north-west corner of township
forty-two (42), range twenty-four (24) west; thence east to
the north-east corner of township forty-two (42), range
twenty-two (22) west; thence south to the south-east comer
of township forty-one (41), range twenty-two (22) west;,
thence west to the north-east corner of township forty (40),.
ran^e twenty-three (23) west; thence south to the place of
beginning. The county seat of said county is hereby loca-
ted at Brunswick.

' CHAPTER OVIH,

An Act to Authorize the Common Council of the City of
St. Paul to issue Bonds to Connect the Levee between
the Upjper and Lower Landing in said City.

SECTION 1. Common Council authorized to issne Bonds for construction of
Levee.

2. Bonds to be in snots of not less than five hundred dollars, with?
interest payable semi-annnally.

3. Counoll may direct the issuing of bonds by resolution. Ap-
point suitable person to negotiate the same. Bond to be
taken.

4. lEoney raised by sale of bonds to be faithfully applied to purpose
for whleh they were Issued.

5. Receipts for wharfage pledged for payment of Interest, and
unking fond for principal.

6. Act takes effect on passage.

Bt it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION 1. The Common Council of the City of St. Paul,
is hereby authorized and empowered to issue bonds of said
city to an amount not exceeding twenty thousand dollars, Anthoritytofo-
bearing interest not to exceed twelve per cent, per annum, sue bonds
and for a.time not less than ten years, which bonds so issued
shall be for the sole purpose of raising money to be expend*
ed in constructing a levee from Minnesota street to Market
street in Raid city ; Provided, that such bonds shall not be
issued unless the issuance of the same shall be necessary for
the completion of the works contemplated in this Act.

SEC. 2. The bonds issued under and by virtue of this Act
shall be signed by the Mayor of said city and countersigned Denomination
by the Clerk and Comptroller, under the corporate seal of of bonds and*
said city, and shall be in sums of nut less than five hundredlDtcreBt

dollars each, with interest payable semi-annually at such
place as the Common Council may determine.
